SCHOOLBOY, HEADMASTER, 

‘AND PROVOST. 

Edmord Warte owed much to Eton, } 
and Eton owed much to him. From 
1849 to 1854 he was a boy there. In 
1860 he returned as on assistant 
matter, oud left that position in 188! | 
to become headmaster in succession : 
to Dr. Hornby. This post he held! 


until 1905; but he retcmed as Provost | 
1909-18, Fifty-nine years’ direct 


connection with the great school ont! 


of a lifetime of 83 years, 

Mr. Fletcher's. life, ‘* Edmond 
Warre” (John Maorray, 21e¢.), which 
now sppears, in an interesting and 
judiciously celected record of this fine 
and typical Englishman. Warre was 
born in Beaumont-street, Cavendish- 
square, London, the son of s business 
man. They were sprung from s. very 
old Somerset {amily ; and father and 
‘son were massive men, lovers of tke 
“T am as Somersetshire 
farmer,” Warre once wrote tc his 
danghter in Ister years, “and 
am being ruined by buying stock and 
implements. I have already discovered 
that bailiff and tyrant are convertible 
terms.” At Oxford, in 1858, heowas 
president cf the O.UBC., rowed -No. 

7 at Putney, and was defeated.

FIVE DEMANDS ANSWERED. 


On Thoredsy was poblibed ap

ment and that of Kwangtang; and at 
| present I can only repeat whathaabeen 
istated by the Macao’ Government in 
the last part of its despatch of the 6th 
December, 1921. I aval wrnelf of 
this opportunity to declare that whe 
wishes of this Government ‘in: main- 
taining the ssme course as formerly 
manifested, remain unaltered. -

‘The Caamuan: Perhaps it will 
interest members if I go into this mat- 
teratsome length. The expenditore 
is divided under various sub-heads, 
the principal oné being food control, 
$55,866.20. The first part of this is 

expenditure in of the: food 

control at the Peak and at Kowloon. 
The Government bought the ’ various 
sopplies which were handed over to 
gentlemen who kindly undertock to 
distribute them, and there was a 
emal] loss in each case. The purchases 
were made from the Dairy Farm, 
Wiseman’s and through the Sanitary 
Department, and sold to the residents, 
who acted as ‘controllers. .. The loss 
at the Peak was $1,065 and at Kow- 
loon $787. - 

The Hon, Mz. A. R. Lowe: Was 
the loss occasioned by reason of the 
fact that you were selling under cost 
Price or was it the expenses of 
administration? .
